Democratic government emerges 


In the colonial days of our 
country, leaders became dis- 
contented with their misrep- 
resentation in the English 
government. Their anger re- 
sulted in the Boston Tea 
Party, and later the Revolu- 
tion. In order to avoid such 
rebellion, the CHS ASB 
examined their monarchial 
construction. 


The student body of Christian 
High has been ruled under the 
dictatorship of a few elected 
officers since 1965 when it 
began. In 1967 one of the 
14 ASB members represented 
32 students. Once an officer 
was elected there was no 
procedure that students could 
take to impeach him. Dis- 
contentment was invoked upon 
many unrepresented students, 
and inspired by the Patriots 
of 1776. They moved to 


construct a democratic govern- 


ment for the future citizens of 
Christian High. Realizing the 
unfairness of their govern- 


ment, the ASB spent much of 
the year writing and rewriting 
the Constitution and Bill of 
Rights of Christian High 
School.

STANDARDS 


Christ, an integral part of academics 


Christian High is known for 
its high personal and spiritual 
standards reinforced with a 
Christ centered atmosphere. 
Thus many parents choose 
CHS over public schools. 
Everyone does not always 
agree with the personal or 
spiritual standards in detail, 
but most everyone agrees on 
the academic side of it. 


Students and teachers were 
asked three basic questions 
about their feelings for 
Christian High: (1) Why did 
you choose Christian High?; 
(2) Do you see any difference 
between public schools and 
CHS ?; and (3) Do you like 
the standards academically, 
personally, and spiritually ? 


Here are a few of the answers 
we received: Jackie Griffin

of World History, U.S. 

History, American Government, 

and Economics. These re- 
uired classes take the stu- 

users from the earliest days 

of the known world through 

to the forming of the United 

States, up to how our govern- 

ment functions today. 


Mrs. Jan Menconi heads up 
the Social Science depart- 
ment as chairman. One of her 
responsibilities is keeping 
the teachers in her department 
aware of the materials avail- 
able to them. The Video Tape 
machine was a new added 
help. It was possible to tape 
a program that appeared on 
TV and play it back to the 
students. Skits, discussion 
panels, and re-enactments of 
history were used by both the 
U.S. History teacher, Mrs. 
Menconi, and Mrs. Henry 
who teaches World History, 
to make learning more inter- 
esting for the students. Both 
classes took an active part 

in the school's bicentennial 
fair by putting on displays, 
programs and booths for those 
who attended. Mrs. 
McCandless, the Government 
and Economics teacher, pre- 
fers to use films, field trips, 
and various books to make her 
subject more realistic to her 
students. Government classes 
took a field trip to the 
Municipal Courthouse in San 
Diego to sit in on actual 
court proceedings. This gave 
the student a visual picture 
of how our judicial system 
operates. 
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As a Christian school it is 
important that subjects are 
taught in a way that presents 
Christian principles. Mrs. 
Menconi states that this is 
done by comparing values of 
famous people in history to a 
Biblicial viewpoint and show- 
ing how many great leaders 
of our country trusted in God 
for guidance.

Besides Jr. High Science, 
CHS offers three classes in 
different areas of general 
study. Biology, taught by 

Mr. Bill Cobern, relates 
science to the study of life. 
Students participate in ex- 
periments which show the 
properties of living plants and 
animals. They also study the 
experiments of great scientists 
in history which relate to 
biology. Mr. Jay Armstrong 
instructs the chemistry 
classes in the structure and 
use of various chemicals. 
















By a combination of textbook 
study and actual experimenta- 
tion, the students graduate 
with a good introduction to 
college level chemistry. The 
one Physics class at CHS is 
supervised by Mr. Richard 
Mulligan. Mr. Mulligan's 
students also use experiments 
as a means to supplement 
regular study in a textbook. 
Physics deals with the study 
of motion and force. 


The highlight of the Science 
department was the annual 
Science Fair held in February. 
Jr. High and Sr. High stu- 
dents entered projects in 
competition to determine the 
most creative approach to a 
problem within the bounds of 
proper scientific procedure. 
The winners of the school 
science fair were allowed to 
enter the Greater San Diego 
Science Fair held in Balboa 
Park, downtown. This allowed 
them the opportunity to miss 
school in order to participate 
in field trips pertaining to 
science. 


If you've ever been a biology, 
chemistry, or physics student, 
you know it involves a lot of 
hard work.
